Washington, May 16.—Senator Gray and 
Other influential men have made strong 
protests against the cruiser Columbia and 
other fine warships being kept on the New 
England coast when the enemy’s ships are 
in southern waters. Senator Gray had 
business with the president foday and call- 
ed his attention to the matter. 

“It ig stated that these ships are kept 
on the New Engiand coast to allay appre- 
hensions,’”’ said Senator Gray.

SPAIN CLAIMS A BIG ViCTORY. 


Cienfuegos Fight Is Followed by At- 
tendance Upon Mass. 

Kingston, Jamaica, May 16.—Advices 
which have just been received here from 
Cienfuegos, island of Cuba, say the Span- 
lards at that place attended the chanting 
of a Te Deum at the principal churches 
there, in celebration of the news circulated 
by the Spanish government to the effect 
that the Spanish forces had been victorious 
at Manila. When the first ‘“‘news’’ was re- 
ceived at Cienfuegos from Madrid all the 
bells in the city were rung and General 
Pando, who was then there, and his staff 
attended the church of St. Sulpice in fuil 
uniform. In addition a ration of wine was 
served out to the soldiers and though the 
American blockading ships were outside 
the herbor and meat was costing two pe- 
setas a pound, the city was gay and re- 
joicing at the announced “success” of the 
Spaniards’ arms. 

Since then, however, ugly rumors of the 
defeat of the Spaniards have been in cir- 
culation, but officially “Spain has won @& 
victory” in the Philippine islands. 

The refugees who arrived at Jamaica 
from Cienfuegos by the Adu'a, were re- 
leased from quarantine yesterday. Among 
the most prominent of these passengers 
are Albert Fowler, brother of the British 
consul, his mother and sister, M, Anto- 
niene Pouvret, a millionaire sugar planter, 
and the Salieda family. Threats of cutting 
off the heada of Americans have been made 
at Cienfuegos, but no vioience has actually 
occurred.

Washington, May 16.—Reports received by 
Adjutant General Corbin up to 10 o’clock 
tonight indicates that 81,000 volunteers have 
been mustered into the United States ser- 
vice. Severa, of the larger states—Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and Wisconsin among the num- 
ber—have mustered in their entire quota 
of troops and many of them have already 
arrived at or are en route to permanent 
camps to which they have been assigned.

(Manila. I want enough disciplined troops, 
so that the whole body will be as effective 
as possible.’’

Will Come Again. 

New York, May 16.—A dispatch 
World from St. Thomas says: 

Captain General Macias and the govern- 
ment at San Juan are anxiously expecting 
the Cape Verde fleet to come to the rescue 
of the island.

Her 
commander, Lieutenant Francisco Pou, did 
not know that war had Been declared and 
had heard nothing on his way up about the 
battle of Maniia. He steamed straight for 
Cavite, expecting to find the whole Spanish 
fleet there, 

He arrived off Cavite at 7 o’clock in the 
morning with the Spanish flags flying and 
signals of the admiral up. The Olympia 
opened fire. The Spanish commander sup- 
posed the shots at fier were for target 
practice and turned to get out of range, 
but continued on. The Boston and Raleigh 
joined the Olympia and shots were tl:row- 
ing spray over the Spanish vessel’s ceck, 
when her commander began to realize that 
it was no joke, and pulled down his flag. 
He continued on, however, and the firing 
was renewed. Finally he hove to with a 
white flag on his foremast, and the Raleigh 
steamed out to intercept him.

him. He then surrendered peacefuliy, and 
the Callao was brought to an anchorage 
near the flagship.

SEVERE STORM Ar RALEIGH.

Anglo-American alliance already exists, 
CABINET CRISIS EXPLAINED. 
Madrid Correspondent of The London 
Times Tells the Story. 
London, May 16.—The Madrid correspon- 


dent of The Times says: 


‘“T am now in a position to explain the 
mysterious cabinet crisis which has been 
hanging fire for several weeks, and has 
given rise to so many ingenious surmises. 
Senor Sagasta and the Sagasta cabinet 
came into office with the policy of avoiding 
a conflict with the United States by pacify- 
ing Cuba through autonomy. In pursuing 
this policy. the cabinet not only ran cdéunter 
to the general current of opinion in the 
conservative party, but did violence fo the 
feelings of a large section of its own ad- 
herents. Its attitude was too conciliatory 
to suit the bellicose temper of the nation, 
and consequently it became very unpopular. 
When the policy failed and war was seen 
to be inevitable, in spite of all the con- 
cessions, it ought to have resigned to 
make way for a fighting cabinet. Ministers 
desirous of peace at any price short of 
sacrificing the national honor were not the 
men for conducting affairs in-a struggle 
against an enemy infinitely superior in re- 
sources. 

‘No doubt a conservative cabinet was 
pene gape impossible, because it would 

ave required a conservative majority in 
the chamber, which was not obtainable 
without subjecting the country to the dan- 
gerous ordeal of a general election. But 
such an extreme measure was not neces- 
sary. There were many liberals who had 
condemned the cabinet for being too con- 
ciliatory, and who continued to urge it to 
accept the arbitrament of war. They were 
the men it was naturally supposed who 
must be willing to accept the responsibil- 
ities of office when a war was imminent. 

“So it seemed at least to several members 
of the Sagasta ministry, and on the very 
day of the opening of the cortes, his col- 


| leagues urged upon Senor Sagasta the ad- 


eee 


Visability of the cabinet resigning imme- 
lately. Senor Sagasta objected. He wished 
to temporize as usual, Even after some use- 
less delay all he could be induced to do was 
to advise the queen regent to consult with 
important political leaders on the question 
of a change of cabinet. 

“Though some of these had shown them- 
Selves very bellicose when war was at a 
comfortable distance none was inclined to 
assume the responsibilities of office when 
War was about to begin. All, therefore, 
with the exception of one or two who were 


known to be desirous of fishing in troubled | 


waters, advised strongly that the existing 
cabinet continue. 

“The queen regent, who is always strict- 
ly constitutional in her acts, had thus 
no choice but to request Senor Sagasta to 
remain. He consented, but the other min- 
isters were by no means satisfied. There 
were irreconcilable differences of opinion 
among them on at least one vital question 
of policy and several of them felt that they 
then.selves, as well as some of their col- 
leagues, were not capable of coping with 
the departmental duties of their offices at 
a time of great national danger. 

“Finally, on Sunday, May sth, Sagasta, 
yielding to the representations of those 
who wished to retire, tendered the queen 
regent the resignation of the cabinet. Again 
the same important political personages 
were consulted and again they declined the 
responsibilities of office. Things seemed at 
a deadlock; but there was still a way out 
of it. The fundamental question of policy 
which divided ministers was whether the 
government should still seek a pacific so- 
lution by provoking the friendly interven- 
tion of the great powers or should abandon 
all present hope of peace and fight to the 
bitter end. On that question, affecting the 
vital interests of the country the nation 
might well have been invited to express an 
opinion by the voice of its representatives 
in parliament; and there was a possibility 
that a more pacific policy might be rec- 
ommended because Senor Silvela, the lead- 
er of a party which had always shown it- 
self more bellicose than the liberals, had 
used in the chamber certain vague expres- 
sions which seemed to show that he favor- 
ed making another effort to secure peace. 

‘Senor Mort aecordingly launched the 
idea in the chamber, but Senor Silvela, in- 
stead of adopting Moret’s suggestion, con- 
demned it in no measured terms as an at- 
tempt of the government to evade its legit- 
imate responsibilities and to transform the 
chamber into a convention of French rev- 
olutionary type. In vain Senor Moret at 
subsequent sittings explained that such 
was not his intention and that the govern- 
ment wanted merely an indication of the 
national will, Senor Silvela refused to accept 
the olive branch and the cabinet relapsed 
into its old difficulties. The only course now 
was for Senor Sagasta to choose for him- 
self between the two policies, letting those 
retire who objected to the pelicy adopted. 
This he has done, and it is understood that 
he will choose colleagues from among those 
in favor of continuing the struggle with all 
possible energy.”

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The Philippine Puzzle. 

‘According to all the sigus of the times, 
‘the United States of America are now 
‘engaged in the somewhat puzzling bus- 
finess of finding out whether they are 
to have a colonial policy, as one o; the 
results of the war, or whether their poli- 
cy will remain as it was bcfore. 

We shall find out after awhiie what 
the upshot of the matter is to be. Meaa- 
while, it is to be observed that war uvever 
leaves everything precisely as it ioard 
it. ‘War makes for change. It upsets, 
it establishes, it abolisaes end it eman- 
cipates. Occasionally its results are 
unforeseen and unexpecied. Thus, when 
the present war began, the Philippines 
‘played no part whatever in the discus- 
‘sion, We set out to relieve the suffering 
victims of Weylerism, and to compel 
the Spaniards to evacuate the island. 
Up to the present moment the reconcen- 
tradoes are in more dire straits than 
‘they were when we set out to relieve 

..them, and the Spaniards continue in pos- 
session. 

Meanwhile, we are now wrestling 
with the Philippine problem. Are we to 
retain the islands, or turn them over 

' to the insurgents, who are also fighting 
to rid themselves of their Spanish op- 
pressors? Or shall we restore the 
islands to Spain, or auctica them off to 
the foreign powers which seem anxious 
to secure a footing there? These are 
the questions that have arisen, and they 
constitute about as interesting a qu-cstion 
as our editorial and political statesmen 
ever grappled with. It is not only a 
new question, but a very important cne. 

We have already referred to the mat- 
ter, not with the intention of pretending 
'to decide and dispose of it at once and 
out of hand, as is the common practice 
of editorial statesmen, but for the pur- 

pose of presenting this new question as 
clearly to our readers as circumstan- 
ices will permit. Our people have the 
knack of meeting new issues and new 
‘questions promptly and of deciding them 
definitely with regard to thq best inter- 
joxts of the country. It has been so in 
‘the past and it must be so in the future. 
In all our former acquisitions of new ter- 
ritory (the purchase of Alaska except- 
ed) there has always been a party hotly 
and stronly opposed to it. The con- 

uest of Texas; New Mexico and lower 

‘California figures .to this day in some 
‘overripe quarters as a result of the bus- 
‘ines of the slave drivers and slave mas- 
‘ters. 
| But here is the oldest abolition rat in 
ithe barn sticking his head out of a crack 
and asking if any American now wishes 
that we had not annexed Texas—and de- 
iclaring in the same breath that “mean 
land grasping as the conquest of lower 
California was, it turned out a blessing 
‘to the north and to Mexico herself.” 
‘As to why it has not turned out a bless- 
ing to the south and southwest as well, 
we need not pause here to in- 
quire. The point we desire to 
make is that such qpestions as 
those involved in the acquisition of 
territory far and near are not to be 
measured by or settled by the ordinary 
practices of partisanship. They touch 
providence on one side and statesman- 
ship on the other, and the party that 

“«.. proposes as well as the party that op- 

4 poses, must lift itself to those tranquil 
heights where Destiny—call it any other 
name you will—disposes. 

It is amusing, therefore, considering 
the world-wide importance of this new 
problem, to see how promptly it has 
been settled by our esteemed contempo- 
raries in various parts of the country, 
the settlements being various in their 
nature as the views of a company of 
versatile editors usually are when the 
question or subject is .not covered by 
the demands and dogmas of party. One 
New England editor finds an easy way 
out of the alleged difficulty by roundly 
asserting that the United States cannot 
be compelled to hold the islands. A New 

_ York editor, with an eye to business, de- 

' clares that the easiest way to get a war 
, indemnity will be to auction the islands 
‘off to the power willing and able to 
‘make the highest bid. | 
_ An Illinois editor declares that such 

holdings would corrupt us. A Boston 
gitor wants to know if 
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on the islands have no rights that we | 


are bound to respect, and suggests that 
they, too, have been battling for freedom, 
A Philadelphia editor is sure that this 
country has no desire to appropriate the 
Philippines. But, then, here comes 
The New York Journal of Commerce, 
the organ of trade, finance and Wall 
Street views, and says that “commerce 
goes hand in hand with the sword and 
battleship,” and this means, of course, 
that, if commerce is to be considered 
in the matter, we must keep the Philip- 
pines, even if we go no further. 

Well, all this is interesting: and it 
makes one thing plain, that the prob- 
lem of the Philippines is not to be 
settled in a day, and that its settlement, 
when it does come, will be governed by 
considerations which have. heretofore 
played no part in our policies. The 
capture of those islands fixes upon us a 
responsibility which did not exist before, 
and which was never contemplated by 
those who planned their seizure as a 
stroke of war. 

Understood as it was meant to be, The 
Westminster Gazette’s hint that the 
United States cannot dispose of the 
islands precisely as she chooses to do, 
comes very close to thetruth. Jt means 
that the disposition of fhese islands, 
which are the key to the Pacific and the 
east from the European point of view, 
involves more important interests than 
those of the United States. In fine, it is 
hinted that in these islands lies the 
spark that is to ignite the fires of a great 
European war. And such, indeed, is 
the situation. 

It seems certain that the islands can- 
not be returned to Spain, and it will be 
found in due time that the brave Dewey 
has opened the door to one of the most 
vexatious problems with which Ameri- 
can statesmen have ever contended If 
we would avoid plunging all Europe ina 
war, we must have a definite policy of 
our own, and that policy seems to point 
directly to an alliance with Great Brit- 
ain in all that pertains to the Chinese 
question. On the other hand, discus- 
sion may so illuminate the problem as to 
suggest a policy altogether different. 

A Noble Rebuke. 

Whilé the spirit of worldliness is un- 
mistakably creeping over our modern 
pulpit, it is evident from the incident 
which occurred at Camp Lee, near Rich- 
mond, Va., on last Sunday afternoon that 
divine worship, even at the present time, 
may be invested with much of its old- 
fashioned purity and sweetness. 

Camp Lee is the place where the Vir- 
ginia troops are being mustered for the 
front. On last Sunday afternoon re- 
ligious services were held in the spa- 
cious auditorium on the grounds, con- 
ducted by Dr. Moses D. Hoge, the ven- 
erable and well-known Presbyterian di- 
vine of Richmond. Seated on the plat- 
form with Dr. Hoge was General Fitz- 
hugh Lee; and naturally enough, the 
presence of this distinguished soldier ex- 
cited much enthusiasm on the part of the 
immense congregation. This enthusiasm 
Was suppressed in some measure, until 
just toward the close of the impressive 
services, when the pent-up feelings of 
the congregation could endure the strain 
no longer, and loud cheers for Lee arose 
from every part of the auditorium. © Un- 
able to retain his seat under the pres- 
sure of enthusiasm brought tp bear up- 
on him, General Lee was in the act of 
rising for the purpose of quieting the 
congregation when Dr. Hoge himself 
stepped calmly to the front and, in de- 
liberate accents which checked the up- 
roar of applause at once, reminded those 
present that while the auditorium in 
which the services were being held was 
built for other than religious purposes, 
it was temporarily the house of God. Gen. 
eral Lee bowed gravely from the plat- 
formr in soldierly -indorsement of the 
words of Dr. Hoge, and the congregation 
shortly afterwards dispersed, feeling 
some keen measure of regret in not be- 
ing able to hear General Lee, but in- 
wardly admiring the consistency of Dr. 
Hoge in demanding that the house of 
God be treated with appropriate rever- 
ence. 

Other divines throughout the country 
might emulate with some benefit the ex- 
ample of this devout man who, enamored 
of the sanctity which attaches to divine 
worship, whether conducted in the 
church or in some other place, dared 
to rebuke the multitude in the presence 
of its hero for ignoring the proprieties 
which belonged to the occasion. We do 
not mean to speak in light esteem of the 
wearers of the sacred cloth when we ob- 
serve that most divines in Dr. Hoge’s 
place would have yielded to the clamor 
of the multitude, and thus converted 
into the eulogy of man the worship 
which properly belonged to God. Secu- 
larism is gaining too rapidly upon our 
modern pulpits. ~ We need men of the 
stamp of Dr. Hoge to put down world- 
liness and to preach the gospel of. Christ 
in its humility. We need to put into 
our worship less of ostentation and more 
of the beauty of holiness. 

Without seeking to detract in any 
measure from the manly and superb 
character of General Lee, we agree with 
Dr, Hoge that the sanctuary is the place 
in which to worship God and not the 
arena in which to glorify man.

Germany and the United States. 


We cannot believe that in the stout 
and noble heart of Germany there lurks 
any genuine ill will toward the United 
States. Next to Great Britain, Ger- 
many is the country most closely allied 
to us in blood, temperament and char- 
acter: and we cannot believe that when 
confronted by some power utterly fort- 
eign to us both in these respects, Ger- 
many will do otherwise than extend to 
us the hand of brotherhood. 

This observation is based equally upon 
the kinship which exists between the 
two powers, and upon the cordial dec- 
larations of regard with which the press 
of Germany has teemed within the past 
few,days. We have already called at- 
tention to the comment of The Frank- 
furt Zeitung, one of the leading news- 
papers of the empire, and we desire at 
this juncture to call attention to the 
language of The North German Gazette, 
of Berlin. In contradicting the absurd

fluential newspaper says: “The Amer- 
icans cannot doubt the character of our 
neutrality after the repeated official d

ernment of the United States. Nothing 
could be further from the actual truth, 
Between the two countries the warmest 
friendship has existed for the past one 
hundred years, and there is no reason 
why this mutual esteem should not con- 
tinue.” Without quoting its precise lan- 
guage further, this same newspaper goes 
on to say that if Germany antagonized 
the United States in the present crisis 
she would not only be antagonizing the 
country which, next to Great Britain, 
was her nearest kin, but the country in 
which thousands of~her own offspring 
had found second homes. That the sen- 
timent of the people of Germany finds 
voice in the cordial! language of this in- 
fluential newspaper, there can be no 
doubt in candid minds. 

While there are marked differences ex- 
isting between Germany and the 
United States growing out of the rival 
commercial and governmental interests 
which they represent, still in comparison 
with those affinities which are rooted in 
the life’s blood of each, these differences 
become commonplace. Germany may be 
slow to act on account of the nominal 
regard which she entertains for one of 
the European sisterhood of nations; but 
the ties of blood are stronger than the 
ties of neighborhood, and in the end, 
Germany is certain to be with us. 

The Duration of the War. 

One of the most pertinent questions 
growing out of the present war between 
Spain and the United States is, What is 
to be the extent of its duration? 

Flushed with the excitement born of 
Admiral Dewey’s brilliant exploit in Ma. 
nila harbor, most of us are apt to con- 
clude that two or three months will suf- 
fice to conclude hostilities, but such does 
not seem to be the judgment of experi- 
enced fighters. 

General Daniel P. Sickles, whose com- 
petency to judge of the duration of the 
war is mased not only upon his gallant 
service in the union army, but also upon 
his knowledge of the Spanish character 
derived from his long official residence in 
Madrid, states that in his judgment not 
less than twelve months will be required 
to end the war finally. While perfectly 
aware of the destructiveness of modern 
guns, General Sickles believes that this 
consideration will be in some measure 
neutralized by the dilatory tactics which 
Spain is more than likely to adopt. 

But Rear Admiral Bancroft Gherardi, 
of the United States navy, is still more 
liberal in his allowance. He believes that 
three years at least will be required in 
order to#settle matters fully. Coming 
from one who is recognized as authority 
in naval matters, this opinion cannot be 
regarded lightly. 

So we must reconcile ourselves to 
what seems to be the decision of the 
fates. If the war ends within the next 
few months, so much the better; if it 
does not end within that time, we must 
wait patiently for our delayed triumph. 


Mr. Ladson’s Vindication.

When, therefore, a charge was 
made, upon an ex parte showing, the 
proof of which would reverse a life of 
probity and high professional resolve, it 
was plain to those who knew Mr. Ladson 
best, that a grievous mistake had been 
committed, and that an investigation 
under the solemn forms of law would 
fully vindicate him. 

That investigation has taken place be- 
fore a.judge of strong character, and 
that it was as exhaustive as legal skill 
could make it is proven by the names of 
the honorable gentlemen who prosecuted 
it. The jury, without hesitation, ren- 
dered a verdict which completely exoner- 
ated Mr. Ladson, and which was no 
more'than those who knew him expected. 

Mr. Ladson is typical of the spirit of 
Atlanta. Coming to the city a dozen 
years ago with a strong heart and a clear 
brain he went to work vigorously and 
soon won for himself recognition in a 
very jealous profession. The degree of 
success which has come to him has been 
the reward of fidelity to his clients and 
courtesy to his fellow workers at the 
bar. He is still comparatively young, 
and has before him a long life of useful- 
ness and good citizenship.

The confederacy exempted from army 
duty various classes, including civil offl- 
cials, preachers, many kinds of artisans 
and manufacturers, the owners of as many 
as tw@hty adult slaves, editors and print- 
ers and a few others. 

But throughout the war there were men 
all over the south who remained at home, 
although they did not belong to any of 
these specially exempted classes, 

They worked all sorts of dodges. Those 
who had plenty of money pretended to 
be physically incapacitated and obtained 
certificates of d'sability, but as the ex- 
amininzg surgeons were frequently charged 
to guard against this fraud, those pretend- 
ed individuals had to pay numerous bribes 
and they were not always euccessful. 

Very skillful shirkers siniulated certain 
diseases so well that they deceived honest 
physicians and their neighbors, and were 
supposed to be almost at death's door 
until the news of the surrender came, when 
they braced up and exhibited every sign 
of the most vigorous health, 
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It is stated in the newspapers of the 
day that very few cigarette smokers come 
up to the army standard. They are de- 
fective in many respects and are not want- 
ed now, as there are plenty of others 
better qualified who are volunteering in 
sufficient numbers. 

If such a statement had been printed 
during the civil war there would have been 
at once a tremendous demand for cigar- 
ettes on both sides of the line. 

This c garette item deserves serious con- 
sideration. If cigarette smokers are not 
fit for military service it is the duty of 
the government to suppress and wipe out 
of existence a thing which is so destruc- 
tive of vitality. strength and manhood. 


When Lee and Johnston § surrendered 
there were stalwart men walking the 
streets of southern cities who had never 
shouldered a gun, and who had ho ecertifi- 
cate of disability.

But it is not likely that there will be 
any necessity for shirking and trumping 
up excuses. There will be volunteers 
enough to lick two such countries as Spain.

Mr. Thomas H. Bowles, president of the 
National Association of Life Underwriters, 
and well known in Atlanta, proposes that 
the life insurance companies establish a 
hospital service if the army goes to Cuba, 
and is engaged there for any length of 
time. Mr. Bowles has written a letter to 
the presidents of all the life insurance 
companies with a view to establishing a 
special hospital service for such policy 
holders as go to the war. He suggests that 
if. there is to be an extended campaign in 
Cuba, that a hospital be located at Key 
West, and that another be located in Cuba, 
which could be used for the care of the 
sick and the wounded, and also to facilitate 
the preparing of death-proof papers and 
payment of claims.

An organization existed among the 
colonists, called the “Tegulators,’’ and these 
to the number of about 1,200 engaged the 
royal governor, Tryon, in a bloody battle 
at Alamance, The colonists were beaten, a 
large number were killed and several of 
the captured were hanged.

There was another Fitzhugh Lee tl.at 
many persons confound with our »-esent 
Consul General Fitzhugh Lee. 

William Henry Fitzhugh Rooney Lee was 
the second son of General Robert E. Lee. 
He was 4@ graduate of West Point and com- 
manded a battalion of cavalry in the cam- 
paign in western Virginia, under his fa'ier. 
This battalion afterwards was ths ‘gal- 
lant’’ Ninth Virginia eavairv, uuder Cclo- 
ne] Lee. In 1862 W. H. F. Lee was made 
a brigadier general and comma‘pled ihe 
Second cavalry brigade. He was tne next 
year commissioned ag Major general and 
commanded the Seco division of cavalry. 
In the famous cavalry battle at Brandy 
Station, June 10, 1864 General W. H. F. 
Lee was severely wounded and taken to the 
home of General W. C. Wickham, in Han- 
over county, where he was captured. While 
in prison his wife and two chi'dren died. 

After the surrender of the armies this 
brave man went to his home, the noted 
“white house,” with a‘sad heart. The 
cause for which he had bled lost, his wife 
and children dead, his historic ol@ home in 
ashes. The “white house” is at the head of 
navigation on the York river and was the 
base of supplies for McClellan's army in 
1862. When MeClellan was driven from the 
peninsula, after the Seven Days’ fighting, he 
destroved all of the buildings with his sup- 
plies, leaving only ashes to mark the spot 
where stood the historic house in which 
Colonel George Washington first met and 
made love to the beautiful widow Custis. 

Having been with Fitz Lee during the en- 
tire war. I waa astounded when I read Col- 
onel McKowen’s statement of his exchange 
for General Dow and not being able to re. 
call the time and place of his capture. j 
wrote him asking the truth of the story. 
He says, under date, Havana, Mareh 31, 
1898: “T never was captured during the war. 

* * * My cousin. General W. H. F. 
Lee. son of General Robert FE. Lee. was 
wounded in a eavalry fight and taken to a 
relative’s house in Hanover county.. Vir- 
ginia, where he was captured by a federai 
raiding perty and taken to Fort Monroe: 
he was afterwards exchanged. but whether 
for General Dow or not I do not know

Sixteen men have been entered in 
the 100 yard dash and some of the fastest 
runners in the south are on the list. Sel- 
den, the star runner of the University of 
Sewanee, who won this event in the last 
meet in Nashville, will enter again this 
year and his opponents will have hard 
work defeating him. Cox, of Georgta: Om- 
berg, of Vanderbilt, and Erskine, of the 
Georgia School of Technology, are all in 
this race and the indications are that it 
Will be hotly contested. The Southern In- 
tercollegiate Association has onlv been es- 
tablished three years, but during that 
time, it has grown into national promi- 
nence. It comprises more colleges than any 
association of the kind in the north and 
many look for world records to result from 
the games this season.* Track athletics 
have taken a step forward in the south in 
recent years and every college promi- 
nence devotes time to the preparation of 
its team, A cinder track of five laps to the 
mile has been laid on the athletic field at 
Piedmont park and all arrangements have 
been made for the proper reception of the 
athletes.

Louisville. May 16.—The grandest prize

‘NEARLY HALF THE MEN FAIL 


4Colonel' Higdon Needs Only Fifty More 


Men for His Regiment. 


SOME: COMPANIES MUSTERED IN YESTERDAY 


Ladies Arranging for a Flag Presen- 
tation to the Second Alabama 
Regiment. 


Mobile, Ala., May 16.—(Special.)—Today 
lieutenant Lucien A. Brown, Birmingham 
Rifles, arrived in camp with sixty-seven 
recruits for the First regiment. They were 
immediately examined, and thirty of the 
number were thrown out. The rejected 
seem to be the healthiest specimens in the 
whole lot, but they were weak in eyesight, 
hearing, heart or lungs. This record of 
per cent rejections shows how strict the 
examiners are at present. They realize 
thatAlabama's quota is easily forthcoming, 
and {they adopt strict regulations in pass- 
ing wpon physical qualifications of recruits. 
For: the First regiment Colonel Higdon 
stilltmeeds about fifty able-bodied men, and 
he wants them fo respond by telegraph, so 
that they can be gent transportation to- 
morrow. The fifty recruits will complete 
the First regiment and permit the last two 
companies to muster in, filling out the first 
quota. This evening the Eufaula company 
arrived with 104 men, commanded by Cap- 
tuin J. R. Barr, making the eleventh com- 
pany of the Second regiment. One more 
company will complete-Colonel Cox’s com- 
mand, and it is presumed that the Tus- 
cumbia. company will arrive tomorrow. The 
Warrior Guards, of Tuscaloosa, were the 
first of the Second regiment to take the 
oath of service. Four companies of the 
Second have now been\ examined, and the 
remained may be finished this week. Sev- 
eral hundred recruits are apt to be in 
cemand, since the percentage of rejections 


ts nOW sO very heavy. It is probable that the 
Alabama 


troops will be mustered in by 
Wednesday night, and will at once be placed 
with regular infantrymen. Whether they 
will be moved frem Camp Clark, on the 
bay shore, or out to Major Geperal Cop- 
pinger’s division encampment, or will re- 
main where they are, is not krown. The 
latter plan is likely to be adopted, so the 
officers believe, since the war department 
seems to have decided to form brigades for 
the army of Cuban invasion by placing one 
regiment of regulars with two of volun- 
teers. Though the appointment of Captain 
Kyle, of Decatur, of third major of the 
First Alabama has not been officially an- 
nounced, the Decatur company has already 
selected William E., Wallace captain, and 
M. V. Pryde and W. J. Webb lieutenants, 
by reason of Captain Kyle’s promotion, 

It is also a foregone conclusion that Cap- 
tain Brandon, of Tuscaloosa, will receive 
the third majorship in the Second, though 
no action has yet been taken. Considerable 
interest is manifested in the appointments 
of battalion adjutants in both regiments. 
Only one aspirant has been assured of 
promotion, and he its Sergeant Major Leon 
who will become adjutant of the 
Rirmingham battalion. Capiain C. Q. 
Beach has been elected captain of the 
Jackson county company, to succeed him- 
self. A political fight was made on him, 
but he won out.

Chicago, May 16.—Wheat on the board of 
trade today was strong, started by higuer 
cables and kept going by the advances in 
corn and provisions due to covering of 
shorts. At its best July wheat here was 
up 5c and September 2%.

Liverpool quoted July wheat fully 3c per 
bushel higher today than it closed Satur- 
day. European political news was looked 
upon as quite important, for it seems to 

int to growing differences between Eng- 
and and Franee over the African compli- 
cations. Domestic receipts were very 
heavy, and under ordinary circumstances 
would have caused the traders to be shy 
of buying. Having nothing but the memory 
of recent losses in their minds, they cover- 
ed freely every time the buying become at 
all strong. The weather east of the Rockies 
was about perfect for wheat growth, and 
the California drought was broken by a 
twenty-four-hour rain. Continental cables, 
too, were in the main easier. However, the 
market here got strong support, and was 
kept on the jump for the most part, so that 
the traders had no opportunity to look at 
the ordinary news items. May opened at 
$1.40, against Saturday’s ciosing of $1.44%, 
and was carried up with July and closed at 
$1.50 bid—5\%c net higher. July opened $1.06 
to 1.07%, finally touching $1.09, eased off to 
$1.07%, and sold up to $1.09%, reacted to 
$1 09% bid at the close, a net gain of 4%c.

ressed the assembly on “The Home Life 
of\the Negro and Its Improvement.” This

and helpful suggestions and delivered with 
foree and impressiveness. 

A discussion of the subject, ‘The Menace 
to the Negro af Competition,’’ was led by 
Rey,' J. S. Todd, of Marion, Ala., and par- 
ticipated in by Revs. Richard Graham and 
J. M. C. Coggins, whose discussion of the 
question was applauded. 

Mr. D. D. Thompson, assistant editor 
of The Northwestern Christian Advocate, 
Chicago, spoke in the morning on “John 
Wesley! as a Social Reformer,” and in the 
afternoon on the “Religious Aspects of the 
Labor Movement.” Concerning Mr. Wes- 
ley’s social work.and influence, who, he 
said, was England's greatest social reform- 
er, quoted Green's statement that “the 
Methodists themselves were the least re- 
sult of the Methodist revival. The noblest 
result of,the religious revival, he 
was the steady attempt which has never 
ceased from that day to this to remedy the 
guilt, the ignorance, the physical suffering, 
the social degradation of the profligate and 
the poor. 

Mr. Thompson said in part: 


Wesley as a Social Reformer. 


Mr. Wesley’s first plans for the relief of 
the poor were laid as early at 1740. Under 
date of November 25, 1740, he says in his 
journal: “After several methods proposed 
for employing those who were out of busi- 
ness, we determined to make a trial of one 
which several] of our brethren recommend- 
ed to us. Our aim wag with as )ittle ex- 
pense as possible, to keep them at once 
from want and idieness; in order’ ‘to do 
which we took twelve of the poorest, and a 
teacher, into the society room, where they 
were employed for four months, till spring 
came on, in spinning and carding of cotton. 
Ang the design answered. They were em- 
ployed and maintained for very. Little more 
than their produce of their own labor.’’ 

The next year Wesley adopted new plans 
for the relief of the poor. In hig journal, 
under date of -Thursday, May 7, 1741, he 
writes: “} reminded the wnited society 
that many of our brethren ang sisters had 
not needful food; many were destitute of 
convenient clothing; many were out of 
business, and that without their own fault; 
and many sick and ready to perish; that I 
had done what in me lay to feed the hun- 
sry, clothe the naked, to employ the poor 
and to visit the sick; but I wag not alone 
sufficient for these things, and therefore 
desired all whose hearts wére ag my heart: 
1. To bring what clothes each could epare, 
to ‘be distributed among those who wanted 
most. 2 To give weekly a penny, or what 
they could aftord, for the relief of the. poor 
and sick. My design, I told them, is to em- 
ploy for the present all the women who 
are out Of business, and desire it,-in knit- 
ting. To these we will first give the com- 
mon price for what they do, and then add 
according ag they need. Twelve persons 
are appointed to inspect thefn; and to visit 
and providé things needful for the s ck. 
Fach of these is to visit all the sick within 
their district, every other day, and to meet 
on Tuesday evenings to give an account of 
what they have done, and what can be done 
farther.” 

The work of visiting the sick and reliev- 
ing the poor grew to such an extent that 
in 1748 Wesley appointed forty-six visitors, 
divided the whole of London into twenty- 
three districts, and arranged that the sick 
in each district should be visited by two 
visitors three times every week. The vis- 
itors, beside inquiring into the tate of the 
people's souls, should relieve those in want, 
and present their accounts to the stewards 
weekly. The visitors were enjoined to ob- 
erve strictly four rules: 1. Be plain and 
open in dealing with souls. 2. Be mild. ten- 
der, patient. 3. Be cleanly in all you do 
for the sick. 4. Be not nice. 


The Poor Man’s Bank. 


The poor man’s loan bank was started in 
1846. In his journal, under date of Sunday, 
January 17, 1748, Wesley writes: ‘I ave 
public collection toward a lending sto¢ék for 
the poor. Our rule is to lend only 26s, at 
once. which is repaid weekly withi nthree 
months. I began this about a year and a 
half a9; £H 16s. were then collected, and 
out of this no less than 265 persons have 
been relieved in eighteen months.”’

Booker Washington Speaks. 


At night the great hall was packed. Pres- 
ident Thirkield introduced the. Rev. D. H. 
Moore, editor of Tae Western Christian 
Advocate, Cincinnati. He delivered the 
annual address before the students of both 
institutions and spoke with ‘great power 
and genuihe eloquence. He made a pro- 
found impression. : 

Booker Washington then delivered a great 
address on ‘‘Foundation Laying.” He spoke 
as follows: 

“And the Master said: ‘A little child shall 
lead them.’ From whence comes this st- 
preme power of leadership? in this age, 
when .there is much discussion of leader- 
ship, we do well to pause at this command. 
Some are,said to. lead in business; others 
in education; otherd ig religion and, poli- 
tics, What is the exPlanation *of ‘A little 
child shall lead them’? Simply this: A 
child is under all circumstances jts simple, 
pure, sweet self. Never appearing big when 
it is little, never appearing learned when 
it is ignorafit, never appear:ng wealtby 
when it is unimportaht, seems to be and ct- 
ten is more than it s¢ems to be. In a word, 
the life of a child is founded upon the great 
immutable, rugged, yet ténder, simple, del- 
icate laws of nature... There is no pretense. 
There is no:mockery There is a clinging 
to truth and it is this divine quality in 
child or in man, th Jew or Gentile, in 
Christian or Mohammedan, in the world 
ancient or the world hew, in black or white 
man, that has always led men and molded 
their thought and. Activity. The men who 
have been brave enough, wise enough, sim- 
ple enough, self-denying enough to plant 
themselves upon this reck and there stand 
have:in the end drawn the worldly unto 
them, as Christ said:. ‘I will draw all men 
a4into me." This Should be the highest am- 
bition of every man leaving Gammon Theo- 
logical’ seminary. .

This lending fund, as an institution of the 
Methodist societies, must have continued 
its work for a number of year, for out of 
it one James Lackington, in 1775, borrowed

years later. Wesley had studied anatomy 
and medicine in his “leisure hours,’’ an 
when he found many ‘sick and too poor to 
pay physicians, he said: ‘T will prepare and 
give them physic myself.” He had as as- 
cistant an apothecary and a surgeon. For 
difficult cases the patients selected their 
own physicians. The sick were invited to 
come to him for such help as he could give 
whether they belonged to the 
ciety or not. In the 
five months, at an expense 
pounds, Wesley treated 500 persons, 
whom seventy-One were cured. In connec- 
tion with the foundry Wesley also had @ 
home for sick widows. He and his preach- 
ers ate at the same table with fifteen or 
mere of them. 

As a resuit of such efforts in behalf of 
the sick and the poor Wesley wrote in 1748: 
‘We have ever since had great reason to 
praise God for hig continued Diessing on 
this undertaking. Many lives have hecn 
sated, many sicknesses healed, mtich pain 
cnd want prevented or removed. Many 
heavy hearts have been made glad, many 
n.currers comforted and the visitors have 
found from him whom they serve a pres- 
ent reward for all their labor.” 

This social work constituted a large part 
of the work of Wesley, whi¢eh not only 
effected a transformations in the religious 
life of the nation, but, as Lecky, the his- 
-terian. has said, “‘saved England from a 
French revolution.” .
